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2. Experienced Soviet fighters practice strafing at Anshan: 

According to an intercepted Chinese Communist 
message, one LA-9 and twelve LA-11 conven¬ 
tional f ighter s at Anshan were scheduled to 
practice "strafing" on the night of 24 November. 

Comment : The lead aircraft of this group was. 
piloted by the same Russian -- Efimov -- who has been leading LA-11’s on 
night combat patrols into Korea from Anshan since early October. Chinese 
Communist, messages occasionally refer to these Anshan-based LA-ll's as 
"Soviet. ” This message is the first suggesting that these aircraft are 
training for night offensive operations -- which would be in contrast to the 
exclusively defensive role hitherto played by Soviet-controlled aircraft in 
Korea.
